English Altai- 

WniT MONDAY. 

Business throughout England was 
nearly suspended on occasion of tho 

great annual national holiday. In 
londbn 'tho excursion trains wero cram- 
med with pleasure seekers, aa wero 
the steamboats. Hampstead Heath, 
the Crystal Palaoe, lilackheath, the 
Alexandra Palaco.Kow Gardens, Bioh- 
mond Park, tho Zoological Gardens, 
and the Tarious metropolitan parks 
werd invaded by immense multitudes; 
and a groat cricket match attracted 
many to Lord's Ground and Lillie- 
bridgo. About 10,000 voluutoors be- 
longing to various Loudon corps hold 
neld-d»ya and inspections. Tho Bank 
Holiday 'Extension Act came into op- 
eration, and under it a large body of 
government servants in the customs 
for tho hrst time enjoyed the holiday. 
The weather was delightful. Nearly 
14,000 persons visited the Brighton 
aquarium. At Birmingbam.Manch es- 
ter, Liverpool, and other great towns, 
from every point, almost at every mo- 
ment, and hy every possible mode of 
conveyance, train, cab, bus, or tram 
oar, crowds wore pouring forth in 
thousands to tho parks, gardens, 
•fetes,' and athlotio sportB in one direc- 
tion or another. There was far less drunk- 
enness than might have been antici- 
pated and few or no accidonts. Thus 
tho immense amount of enjoyable 
Jtmuaamsnt and healthful relaxation 
afforded to nil classes during tho 
Whitsuntide of 1875 has been unmar- 
rad by auy proportionate counterbal- 
ance of injuries; and the latest of thoso 
genial festivals has been the finest in 
every sense perhaps within living 
memories. 

The "Daily News," commenting on 
th» hobday proceedings, remarks:— 
"Any one who observed the crowds 
trooping borne from tho suburbs yes- 
terday, or, iadeod, who will look at- 
tentively at tho street population of 
auy Sunday evening in Lyndon, can 
hardly fail to ba struck by tho fre- 
quent appearance of this little pair — 
tho small youug man and tho small 
TrTpraan,, both having accomplished 
their full growth, and both stunted, 
narrow, and pale. Tho phenomenon 
is at least worth considering in con- 
nection with tho wholo subject of our 
recent expansion of tho holiday sys- 
tem. It is a molanoholy consideration 
if tho sovero labour of metropolitan 
workrooms and garrets has really 
given to our generation a race of young 
mon and women feoblor and smaller 
than were known even when Carey 
described his typical pair. The prin- 
ciple which gives such workers a few 
days of relief and recreation scattered 
through the yoar has not been adopt- 
ed a moment too soon. Yesterday's 
woathor gave us a singularly happy 
illustration of a holiday, and wo are 
glad to beliOTfl that the holiday-makers 
turned it to a good account."

Tho London corres- 
pondent of tho Liverpool "Courier" 
says that though tho Premier does 
show signs of standing in need of 
some rolief from tho perpetual harass- 
ment of his groat office, yet he Las 
wonderfully preserved that mental 
juvonoscenco which ^'permeates his 
books and vendors his personal con- 
verso delightful, and ho will enjoy a 
holiday in his sixty-ninth year with 
as much zest as thoso juvonilo mem- 
bers of Parliament who skip away 
home as gleofully as if they had os- 
capod from school. 

THE CLAIMANT.

Snow, ice, tlrnw and llootl: — is tho 
report from our northernmost 
gold fiold. Tho season there, as here, 
is backward. Tho same cau30 that 
prevented some farmers in the more 
southern climate of Victoria District 
ploughing until tho middle of 
June, has operated as a bar to gold 
mining at Cassiar. From every part 
of the world for months past have 
conio accounts of severe frosts, doep 
shows, ice jams aud freshets; late veg- 
etation, dull trade, and hard times. 
"Why should British Columbia be ex- 
empt from like trials ? Why should 
Cassiar bo expected to yield a golden 
harvest when spring has scarce begun ? 
How can merchants anticipate returns 
with any hope of immediate realiza- 
tion ? If heavy "swags" are brought 
down before the last of July the mines 
must bo even richer than wo had 
ever hoped. Long, loud aud deep 
complaints agaiust the Gold Com- 
missioner bavo come to hand. Wo have 
letters in our possession that charge 
him with insulting witnesses in Court 
by the application of opprobrious epi- 
thets; of giving unjust decisions, and 
of pursuing a course so arbitrary and 
tyranical that the minors aro represent- 
ed as on the verge of revolt. Wo had 
our doubts (and expressed them) of the 
gentleman's litness for the position; 
but our reader will support us when 
WO say that wo have given him a fair 
chance to show that wo had judged 
him erroneously. Tho country may 
bo said to havo accopted Mr. Sullivan 
on probation, and tho result of that 
probation must soon be laid before 
the country, as we understand that tho 
Government aro in receipt of letters of 
tenor similar to thoso in our possess- 
ion. An investigation must of course 
'be made. Tho Moore trail matter 
oeems likoly to involve the Govern- 
ment in another lawsuit. (It has two 
on hand already.) It appears that the 
Government had given Moore & Co. 
notice of intontion to abrogate tho char- 
ter and take poanessioj of tho road and 
bridges, and assigned to Mr. Sullivan 
tho duty of assessing tho amount of com- 
pensation to which the owners of tho 
trail aro entitled. Moore <fc Co., we be- 
lieve, dispute this proposed arrange- 
ment as irregular and illegal, and de- 
mand the appointment of arbitrators and 
an umpiro. Tbo demand see na reason- 
able enough. It ia scarcely fair to con- 
stitute a Government official sole arbi- 
trator in a matter already greatly com- 
plicated; nor will it be a safe cour.se 
for tho Goveruinont to pursue it' it 
wishes to avoid another disgraceful suit. 
In abrogating tho trail-charter tho Gov- 
ernment threw a sprat to appease the 
appetito of tho Opposition mackerel; but 
the Opposition, while urging the abroga- 
tion, always insisted upon fair and rea- 
sonable compensation being awarded the 
men who at great risk and expense 
opened a road to the new diggings when 
tho oxistouco of gold there in paying 
quantities was problematical, aud at a 
time, too, when the Government had so 
little faith in tlie diggings that they ro- 
fusod to contribute a trifling sum towards 
prospocting the country.

■aw a crowd of nalives marching on to tha Fort, 
ajjeatlng the drum must he a newly adopted fashion 
for railing the tribes together. As they walktd along 
the shore in a crowd and Bang their war-song— - ' Wild 
§■ tha ■crease of tha ourlew"— yea, if you went in the 
midst of civilization, instead of living at Wrangel. 
■nd yotr eyes bandaged, yenr ear would tell yon It 
wsa the wild roar of the savage. When they got to Ibe 
JTort tht General, hia wifo and their party were stand 
ing on tho verandah of the Barracks. Ai'ter a shake 
haudt, a c.laruowya aud wawa Capt. Wilkinson and 
his wife *.ang a hymn that ansel* might listen to 
with pleasure. When they had finished tbe (leueral 
told tbo natives thst wst ne way in which Christian 
people praised sad thanked tbo Great Being Imme- 
flUstely after the General handed a book to a line little 
boy of his own about S years of age and told him to 
read te the I ndians, He did si in a clear, manly 
TOlce. The Hostage conveyed the idea, as well a* I 
could ealch, of the works that the Ureal Rnler above 
did to save thn human family. When the boy had 
finished the General said to the nalivet at hoped 
their children would soon be able to rtad like his 
boy and know the goodness of their Creator. Hearing 
the General's voire and looking at bis ftce I tould 
not help thinking he »a» as well suited for poaco as 
war. 

The savage of tho mountains Intwno other way of 
showing hia welcome for the warrior chief than by 
exhibiting himself In wir costume, dancing his war- 
dasco. Ho two of them in different dresses, one In 
red anil tke other In yellow, ilanced as if they had 
- lessons from a French dancing master and au evil 
spirit. After the dsnee wss over the General and bis 
party wont back In tbo boat of the California, accom- 
panied bry tbe master of that vessel— the JollyCaptsIn 
Hsvts. 

The next morning at 4 e'sloek tbe same party with

healthful as if they were growlug In a troplttsl climate 
aud the delicate white llowers bloomed in their beau- 
ty in tbe shelter o.* the snow-capped mountains. 
Cloao behind this green border rose three hich moun- 
ts int and the Immense glacier seems threatening to 
block up the river ene of those years. Tho, General, 
Captains,! adles, children and those who came with 
tbfm.gel on laud, and rushed their way through the 
underwood, over rocby hillsaud up over two hundred 
feet of tke face of tbo mountain, it "as another ■ovi- 
den-e to mo of the pluck and dasb of gontle blood to 
see the lsdles go at tho slippoiy mountain as if they 
were going to take it bv storm, snd then to Bee the 
young four and five year olds following, struggling, 
palling and falling with bruised kmosaud cm hands, 
until tkeir progress was slopped by a aleep ruviue in 
tho loo. Alter this they returned te tho steamer and 
wont In boats to tee the botepringe. yust hell a mile 
from tho Glacier; after eeeing which they returned 
and got on board for Wrangel. They wore much de- 
lighted with tkoir trip. Tbe ladies carried away with 
tkrm same specimens of black and gray granite and 
some lovely samples of fragile llowers. 

General Howard and eaah gentleman of bis party 
thanked Capt. Richard c'opsley for bia and the atuu- 
tloa of the officers and crew of tho Glenura. a hey 
[tbe General and partvl also wrote to Captain John

Maton »s. Bate. — Hia Honor gnvo n 
sketch of t lie facts of tho caso which arc 
shortly as follows:— Wru Ripon died in- 
testate nnd part of his projiortj, oonsi.it- 
iug of 100 noret of laud Hituated at Nana- 
imo and supported to ba valuable on ac- 
count of underlying buds of coal, was 
sold in 1S74 under tho authority of Judge 
Crease by Messrs. Plummer A.' Fagdei) 
and by direction of the administrator.tho 
plaintiff in tho presont action. Tho de- 
fendant, Mr. Hate, purchased the land 
through tho agency of Mr. Noah Shakos- 
jieare and afterwards repudiated tho bar- 
gain on the ground that his agent was 
not authorized to go beyond a certain 
price which ho had exceeded, and other 
pleas. His Honor in a lengthy judgment, 
in which he quoted aiany legal author- 
ities, gave it as his opinion that it was 
olearly proved that tho defendent Hate 
hnd given some kind of authority to his 
agent, Noah Shakespeare, but it was 
equally clear that this authority was lim- 
ited. There was nothiug to sliow that 
that tho plaintiff had tuken advantago in 
any way of tho defendant. It could not 
bo allogod that tho prioo wns exorbitant 
for Mr. Ueistorinan, who appeared to 
have also been erupioyed as uu agent by 
tho defendent, had been empowered to 
bid to 5?ia,0()0, and had actually gone up 
S1G.000, while Capt. Egerton, another 
bidder, wont still further, and it was hard 
to reconeilo tho statement that Shakes- 
peare, who purchaaed tho property for 
Mr. Bate for the sum of §25,000, had 
made a mistake .in the i price and fancied 
it was only S2i)00, with tho fact of his I „-\ ,. ..' 
signing tho memorandum of the purchase 
for the larger amount immediately after 
tho sale, and offering to fetch his princi- 
pal who, moreover, neglected to disputo 
tho power of his agent at the timo of the 
salo. But tho original question still re- 
mains, was there any contract or agree- 
ment by tue defendant to purchase that 
property at 825,000, or, indeed, at any 
sum? Offors were made by bis agents, I 
but nono within the scope of their auth- 
ority were accepted. Whatever other 
remedy may exist against him or any 
other party, iB not now the question. The 
proof of any each contract or agreement 
has failed, and if no contract or agree 
ment by the defendant U> that extent is 
shown capable of being enforced, then no 
damage, undor Lord Cairn's Act', can bo 
given in substitution. Tho contract must 
exist to authorise either remedy. Hero 
it dooa not. * * In adopting Lord 
Cairn's exposition of his own statute, ai 
laid down in Ferguson versus Wilson, I 
desire also to follow his example and for 
similar reasons. The defendant hare has 
boon tho moans of doing a great wrong to 
the plaintiff, as Administrator of the es- 
tate of tho Intestate. For some reason 
best known to himself ho employs two 
agents to attend tho same side, both with 
authorities limited, but differing in ex- 
tent. One whose incompetency his conn 
sol donouuees in no measured terms, and 
whose net after tho sale lie repudiatos. 
Ho hoars him in tho very first bid far ex 
coed his instructions, lie does not tako 
tho slightest step to stay the machine ho 
had put in motion. One word then -one 
sign in private, would have prevented 
tho ultimate spoiling of tho sale. That he- 
was active to what was going on is plain 
from his stopping his other agent the 
moment he exceeded, though with refer 
enco to tho one who has caused the trouble 
ho says ho did uot interfere, because, hav- 
ing exceeded his instructions, lit: sup 
posed ho was bidding for some one nine— 
a very lame and unsatisfactory reason. 
The estate losea a bona lido salu at 82-1, 
500 and tho defendant, in this form id' 
proceeding, escapes, because no binding 
ooutraot is proved against him, notwith- 
standing that a good sulo wa.s rendered 
nugatory through t ho instrumentality 
(unwittingly it may bo hoped ) of tho 
agent ho employed. Following Lord 
Cairn's example, I give tho reasons why 
I depart from tho general rule that costs 
should follow tho result and oonolude 
with his own words, "1 think we may 
safely dismiss this bill without costs." 

Tho caao of W. Duns tan, who appealed 
from tho decision of the Bench of Magis- 
trates at Esquimall against granting him 
a lioenso to sell liquor, was deferred til!

On sighting this point, which 
is at tho foot of the grand ico mountain, 
we discovered at u distance tho English 
ensign floating from tho top of a huge 
flagstaff, which nt once told us wo were 
entering British Territory. At this point 
tho obliging American Customdiouso 
officer in chargo of the steanior at onco 
released all hold of the bar, iVo., and wo 
had a jolly good drink in a. froo country 
onco nioro. On landing at this plaoo we 
found Mr. Hunter of the Dominion Cus- 
toms activly engnged cloaring away a 
building lot with soma Indians, which, 
I think, is reai misory, rts living iu a tont 
at the foot of au ico mountain, is not a very 
pleasant thing. Aftor getting a thorough 
overhauling and paying what duties 
wore required, Captain Irving intends 
making four miles further up to-night. 
The steamer Oortrudo iB now coining in 
sight, consequently wo oxpeet to make 
a quick trip to tho lauding. I cannot 
hear of any ono coming; ou t froi.l tho 
mines, consequently thero is no news of 
late. 

King Lear lias started to build a wharf 
and warehouse at Wrangol. Cuttor, ono 
of the lato Wrangel prisoners, and Sher- 
rick, a trader between Wrangel and Sitka 
were takou down in tho California as 
prisoners for making whisky. A still and 
5 gallons of spirits' were found in their 
house at night {by some U. S. soldiers 
who oamo down on tho Ilosa, Captain 
Whitford, a few days ago. Wilson, ono 
of tho same old gang, is undor arrest at 
Wrangel again for forfoiting his bonds 
in the Oarr ease at Portland. When I 
reach Laketown you may expect to hear 
from mo again. W.

Editor Colonist. — Iu accordance with 
a previous promise I now drop you a few 
lines, as to tho existing state of affairs in 
Cassiar. At present the population doos 
not exceed, fay, five hundred, scattered 
over Lease and Thibert Creeks And down 
the Do Liard river. Here, every thing 
pertaining to mining is virtually at a stan< - 
still, what littlo is being doue, consist- 
ing mainly in strengthening tho dams to 
withstand tho coming freshet now daily 
expected . 

There is littlo or no monoy to hand, and 
as a r ecessary conseqiionco noxt to no 
business doing, more especially as re- 
gards the saloons here. Tho place, in 
spite of two or threo new buildings lan- 
guidly being erected, looks to all intents 
and purposes a deserted village; hardly 
a soul is to be seen from morning till 
night, and I really don't think there is 
twenty dollars a day spent in actual cash. 
However, I do not doubt that as soon as 
tho men got fairly to work things will 
improvo and the place bo as lively and 
flourishing as last summsr. 

A groat deal of attention in now being 
paid to tho hill diggings ou'both sides of 
tho creek, and as in nearly ovory instance 
very promising prospcots have boon ob- 
tained, tho men aro sanguino that in spite 
of tho presont dulnoss theso same hills 
will make tho coming Beason vio in activi 
Should these hope- 
ful predictions bo fullliled, thero is ovory 
probability of Cassiar becoming a per- 
manent mining district, but evidently not 
otherwise, as nearly all if not all crook 
claims hero will undoubtedly be workod 
out this year; in fact, as far as paying gees 
a good many aro already worked out. 

Tho {arrival of pack trains is now 
eagerly looked for; supplies of every des- 
cription aro gotting Bcarce, although 
ia nothing like want felt; but thero 
is a generally prevalent idea that freight- 
ing charges will bo materially reduced, 
and naturally tho miners aro desirous of 
participating in such a happy stato of 
affairs and aro thereforo purchasing as 
littlo as possiblo outside of their actual 
wants; at present tho prices ruling hero 
aro tho same as last fall. 

A very universally felt want, and one tho 
Government ought uot to delay in satis- 
fying, is that of a Resident County Court 
Judge. The absence (except for a day or 
two) of such an official, was soriously folt 
last year, and caused considerable incon- 
venience and loss to Btore-koopora and 
| others who have absolutely no law hero 
| to maintain their rights. 

Mr. Johnson, tho Over-obliging and 
| courteous "mail carrier, arrived to day, 
bringing the information that thero are 
now on tho road between Fort Wrangel 
ami hero some two or three hundred men 
who may arrivo at any moment. 

Quite a number of parties havo dtartek 
from here.etliciently equipped to prospect 
the country, and being thoroughly good 
and reliable men thoro is every pronpoct 
(provided of course that it is in the conn- 
try) of their discovering new nnd payable 
diggings. Iu consequence of the season be- 
ing about six weeks lato we do not expect 
to hear from them for some time yet; and 
for the samo reason (latonoss of season) 
there is but little prospeot of any monoy 
being taken out before July; and r.t the 
meanwhile such bnsiuoss as isbeiugdone 
is mainly on credit. 

As I do not think you o mid havo re- 
ceived any prior information, 1 will now 
mention such news as wo havo received 
from the mtn who left hero to prospect 
the Do Liard and St. Francis Hirers. 
Early in March McAllister anil party 
arrived here from those places; \hey re- 
ported that but little prospecting had 
boon done, and that littlo without one- 
0088. This was in a measure duo to tho 
fact that almos't overy man who loft hero 
last, fall for those places had been for 
some time down with scurvy, and that 
prompt measures would havo to bo taken 
for their relief or a BerionB calamity 
might happen. A deputation waited on 
Mr. Sullivan, tho Gold immissionor, 
asking for Governinont aid, which Mr. 
Sullivan as au official said he bad no 
power to grant, but generously contribut- 
ed as far as his means permitted out of 
his private purso. A meeting of store- 
keepers, miners, Are., was at once conven- 
ed and about sovon hundred dollars im- 
mediately subscribod. Noeossary medi- 
cines, vogetablos &o., such as woro to be 
got in such an isolated plaoo on tho spur 
of tho moment, were purchased. Mr. John 
McEenzie undertook with the assistance 
of an Indian to carry theso much -needed 
articles to tho sufferers, and accomplished 
his missipn of mercy with an energy and 
dispatch worthy of great credit, .travers- 
ing a snow-clad and to him ontirely un- 
known country, for a distance (thoro and 
back) of over eight hundred milos inside 
of thirty days. 

Mr. J. McKouzio reported nearly all 
tho mon bad with scurvy, sovoral severely 
so, and two or throo not expected to livo; 



among thosn latter aro Jackson and 
Dutch Henry, The latter was for some 
time a clerk to Gorko ct Co. 

I beliovo as soon as tho river opens, 
moans will bo taken to farther and mora 
efficiently relievo theso unfortunates.

Editor Colonist: — This season is ex- 
tremely backward, lako not open to navi 
gatiou yet, boing obstructed by about 12 
miles of ice; provisions quito scarce in 
town, but plenty at head of lako.

Martin & Hart's first; Mr. Turk noxt; 
Gorko & Co., next and Blassnext. There 
is quito a number of prospectors out and 
going oat in different parts of tho coun- 
try. Aaron Johnson and party are to 
Ieavo soon for tho head of tho main 
Stiokoen with six horses laden with mip- 
pl'es, tools, etc. Johnson was thero in 
62 and fools confident of success. Many 
think our best mines are there; although 
things are not very live'y yet, tho minors 
and traders feel confident of a good sum- 
mer. From all I can loam I think tho 
ohancos aro good for another now gold 
mining disir'ct being discovered before 
Enow Ilios. C. 

McDame Creek, Juno 3rd. 
Editor Colonist: — Wa havo had an 
excitement up McDame Creek, about fif- 
teen or twenty miles. A great number 
of claims havo been recorded, but what 
it all amounts to I do not know. Young 
is the reoorder. Shepherd will be back to- 
morrow or next day. When ho returns 
I intend going up to have a look At the 
country. Everything very dull here and 
very littlo money coming out.
